Th* fljbpuUJ(can-Herald is not directly concerned with the fait that the 
alate law prohibiting lotteries Is not enforced, hut it is vitally concerned 
in the fact that the federal government, through the post-office department, 
has specifically warned it that regulations forbidding publicity about lotteries 
would be enforced. 
The Republiean-Herald is likewise not very much interested In the fact 
that the postal regulations against lotteries arc not enforced in many other 
cities, and that postmasters and inspectors elsewhere turn a blind eye to 
violations of the law’. 
The fact that The Republic,in-Hnrnld is held to strict 
accountability is sufficient. 
The Republiean-Herald quotes the following extract from the United

WHETHER FOR PRIVATE GAIN OR IN AID OF CHARITABLE, EDUCA­ 
TIONAL, OR RELIGIOUS OBJECTS, AND W HETHER TH E CONSIDERA­ 
TION FOR CHAM ICS HE MONEY OH OTHER THING OF VALVE. 
“Enterprises in which prizes arc distributed among purchasers of mer­ 
chandise in stated amounts, or among subscribers for publications, or for 
shares of corporate stock, through the •medium of drawings or guessing con­ 
fetto, are lotteries within the meaning of I Ha t section. 
Publications, circulars, 
cards, or pamphlets containing advertisements of such enterprises, or notices 
or Other information of say kind relating to them, should be withdrawn from 
file mails and treated in accordance with sections 647, 574, aud GRH of Postal 
Laws and Regulations.'*
